Slratton's Youth Com- 
mission objectives—the prevention 
of juvenile crime and the more in- 
telligent handling of first offenders.

Dealing with young humans, 


the victims of broken homes and 
the youngsters who make their 
first departure from the path of 
correct social behavior, IN a deli- 
cate processi Preventive meas- 
ures—steering our youth into the 
right path—Is perhaps the most 
logical method of meeting this 
mounting problem.

At the present time Lee county 


has two probation 
officers—one 


each appointed by the county and 
circuit courts. They are paid from 
funds appropriated by the board of 
supervisors. 


Both are part-time county em- 


ployes. Because the pay is so 
small, they must rely on other oc- 
cupations for the main source of 
their income. It is natural to as- 
sume, then, that they cannot do 
full justice to the probation job 
they are asked to perform at very 
low pay. 


Th« county court's position is 


now vacant. Judge Grover Ge- 
hant is about to make an appoint- 
ment to succeed Art Handell, 
township assessor, who resigned 
several months ago. 


In the circuit court, Atty. Ed- 


win Merrick handles probation 
cases for a fee of something like 
$m a month. It must be pointed 
out here, with no disrespect to 
Atty. Merrick, that his profession 
as a lawyer could conflict with 
his job as probation officer.

Lower Bracket 
Taxpayers Get 
Short End, Claim 
WASHINGTON UP) — The 


Democratic national commit 
tee charged today that 80 per 
cent of taxpayers—those in 
middle and lower income 
brackets—would get only 
per cent of all the tax cuts 
provided in a Republican- 
sponsored tax revision bill. 


The committee circulated 
its 


analysis among Democratic House 
members as ammunition for t 
party drive to cut everybody's in 
come taxes by boosting individua 
exemptions. 


The Democratic analysis of the 


tax revision bill said 80 per cent 
of the nation's 55 million taxpay* 
ers have incomes of $5,000 or less 


It estimated that these taxpayers 


would receive only 205 million dol- 
lars in reductions the first year 
from a GOP tax revision program 
backed by Eisenhower, while cor- 
porations and morfe wealthy tax- 
payers would benefit by $1,192,000,- 
000. 


When all the changes in the 875 


page bill reach full effect, the com- 
mittee estimated, taxpayers with 
$5,000 income or less still woulc 
get only 205 million, dollars a year 
m reductions—but wealthier fami- 
lies and corporations would get 
$3,591,000,000 in reduction each 
year. 


" Ask yourself this: Does this ever- 


mounting problem of juvenile de- 
linquency, child custody and juve- 
nile crime, belong properly in the 
hands of part-time probation offi- 
cers? 


When juvenile problems reach 


our courts, we believe that they 
are deserving of a great deal of 
examination and treatment. Our 
Judge* are humane, we know, but 
it Is simply impossible (or them 
to wade through a torrent of con- 
flicting testimony and reach the 
heart of the problem—particular- 
ly in child custody cases. 
* * * 


Lee county needs a full-time pro- 


bation officer—to serve both the 
circuit and county courts. He or 
she should have an office in the 
courthouse. He -or she should he 
qualified Co conduct an intensive 
study of each case and suggest 
methods of dealing with it. 


We respectfully suggest that 


the county board give the matter 
early consideration. 
A number of nearby counties 


have employed full-time officers. 
Reports indicate that the experi- 
ment has been highly successful. 
They find, also, that it has been 
economical. 


Crime is expensive. Prevention 


of it ia the sound, logical approach.

charged Carnation and Topic con- 
spired to sell filled milk at a price 
below the actual cost of manufao* 
ture, advertising and distribution, 
thereby violating anti-trust laws. 


Price cutting by Carnation and 


Topic resulted in a loss of profits 
and good will for the Amboy firm 
of mor* than 1330,009, UM Amsoy 


firm said. Treble damages would 
exceed $1,05,000. 


The Amboy firm also seeks an 


injunction to permanently restrain 
the defendants from 
continuing 


their "conspiracy." 


In 1953, the complaint asserts, 


the Carnation company's assets 
and sales amounted to $250,000,000, 
while the 1953 total for the Amboy 
firm was $2,000,000. 


Laws prohibiting the sale of fill- 


ed milk in inter-state commerce 
allegedly have been violated by 
Carnation and Topic in several 
ways. 


The product purportedly became 


involved in inter-state commerce 
primarily through the method of 
sale. Amboy company alleges that 
salesmen from a Topic plant In 
Missouri solicited sales in Illinois 
which were filled tty the Topic 
plant It Morrison.

Wendell Martin Ringholz, 47, of 


Northridge, father of three chil- 
dren, was arrested Monday as 
he picked up a dummy bundle of 
money in an orange grove in San 
Fernando Valley. 


The arrest climaxed week-long 


negotiations by letter, telephone 
and a newspaper ad and marked 
the third time the package had 
been planted at spots designated 
by the would-be extortionist. The 
first two times he apparently had 
been frightened off.

head of the cosmetics firm found- 
ed by his father, his wife Mildred 
and their son Donald, 19, left their 
Beverly Hills mansion after a man 
telephoned that a time bomb was 
hidden in a wall. Another son, 
Mark, 15, is in private school. 


The FBI quoted Ringholz, who 


came here last November from 
Cleveland, Ohio, as saying he se- 
lected Factor after reading about 
him in "Who's Who." Ringholz was 
swiftly arraigned before U.S. Com- 
missioner Howard Calverley and 
held under $10,000 bond on a 
charge of using the mails in an 
extortion attempt. His preliminary 
hearing will be April 8. 


HANOI, Indochina 


Screaming Vietminh shock 
troops surged today within a 
half mile of the heart of the 
Dien Bien Phu fortress, then 
faltered and fell back under 
sheets of fire from the French 
garrison, packing their dead 
and wounded with them. 


Masses of the Communist-Lee 


rebels staged the attack from the 
encircling hills in a driving rain, 
firing rifles, pistols and machine- 
guns and throwing grenades and 
spears. French-manned American 
guns tore wide gaps in their ranks. 
A French army spokesman said 
thousands of the rebels were cut 
down. 


Casualties High 


Unofficial estimates of the Viet- 


minh dead and wounded in the 
four days of battle for the wire 
ringed plain, in a strategic sector 
of northwest Indochina, rose to be< 
tween 6,000 and 8,000. 


Bullet-riddled bodies of rebel 


dead dangled on the barbed wire 
as the outnumbered French Union 
forces fought desperately to keep 
the plain out of rebel hands. 


It was the most savage battle 


of the seven-year Indochina war. 
Early today the outcome — certain 
to have a major effect on the 
Geneva conference next month — 
was still in doubt. 


The fighting which began Satur 


day 
afternoon raged 
furiously 


through Monday night as thousands 
of screaming Communist-led reb- 
els, backed by artillery from Com 
munist China, charged repeatedly 
into the bristling, American-armed 
defenses of the fortress plain. 


Charge Over Bodies 


The "do-or-die" fanatic rebel 


charges over the mounting bodies 
of their own dead resembled the 
Communist onslaughts on United 
Nations troops in the Korean War. 
For the first time in the long Indo- 
china war, the Vietminh abandon- 
ed their guerrilla tactics for an all- 
out frontal assault. 


In the first 48 hours of fighting, 


the Vietminh wrested two northern 
and northeastern strongpoints from 
the French Union defenders. But 
the French high command said the 
center of the Vietminh-encircled 
plain was still intact and the bal-

Bond Issue Propositions 
In District 271 Revised 


ASHTON—(Special)—Recent action by the board of education of 


district 271 will make voting at the April 10 election different from that 
in the two previous building-program elections. 


Heretofore only one bond issue 


has been submitted, sufficient to 
cover all building proposed. Within 
recent weeks, however, a suit has 
been started in a community unit 
district south of Decatur testing 
the legality of such procedure. Un- 
til it is carried through the courts 
bonding companies do not care to 
handle bonds of other districts that 
use the same method. 


Consequently, the District 271 


board at an adjourned meeting last 
week voted to submit separate 
bond issues for the one central 
high school at the Reynolds church 
corner six miles southeast of Ash- 
ton and for the new grade school 
in Franklin G r o v e . Individual 
board members made it clear that- 
separation of the two bond issues 
was not done to favor any particu- 
lar section or sections of the dis- 
trict. 


The amount proposed by the 


board, in consultation with LeRoy 
Thompson, district architect, for 
building and equipping the one 
high school to accommodate the 
450 high school students in the dis- 
trict is $1,100.000. This represents 
a reduction of $386,000 from the 
combined figures for the two high 
schools previously proposed. Im- 
pressed by the opinion of numerous 
people of Franklin Grove that the 
grade school planned for there was 
unnecessarily elaborate, the board 


reduced that figure from the previ- 
ous $270.000 to $190.000. As com- 
pared with the bond issue sub- 
mitted in December, the two issues 
now being submitted represent a 
saving of almost half a million dol- 
lars, or 26 Vs per cent.

Proposed Federal Budget 
Would Aid U. of L Research 


URBANA-CHAMPAIGN — (Spe- 


cial)—Under President Eisenhow- 
er's proposed federal budget, the 
state of Illinois would receive $116,- 
686 more per year for the Illinois 
Agricultural Experiment s t a t i o n 
and $222.367 for agricultural exten- 
sion activities, according to Robert 
R. Hudelson, dean of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois college of agriculture 
and director of the agricultural ex- 
periment station and extension 
service in .agriculture and home 
economics. 


This increase, President Lloyd 


Morey of the university points out. 
wou'd be without an increase in the 
total federal budget, which is ma- 
terially decreased, but represents 
a reallocation of agri cultural de- 
partment appropriations. 


Morey in a recent speech pointed 


out that "If these increased appro- 
priations for research and exten- 
sion are made, they will be a ma- 
terial aid to Illinois and all other 
states in carrying out needed serv- 
ices. We believe also that they will 
represent a better expenditure of 
i.h same amount of money 
as 


compared with previous years." 


Hudelson in a letter to each 


member of the Illinois congression- 
al delegation in Washington said, 
"In view of this country's tremend- 
ous progress in food production—as 
a result of research and ilf prompt 
adoption on farms, in food indus- 
tries, and in homes—we believe 
that appropriations made for re- 
search and education are much 
more productive in the long run 
than equal sums spent for price 
supports and production controls. 


"The 
additional 
financial 
aid 


would be most helpful in furthering 
vital research on agricultural prob- 
lems significant to the urban dwell- 
er as well as to the farmer," he 
said, listing 14 problems needing 
additional study in Illinois and five 
ways in which the university pro- 
poses to use the increase in ex- 
tension funds if received. 


Among problems listed are: "De- 


velopment and conservation of soil 
fertility; economics of and man- 
agement practices on easily, eroded 
soils; marketing hogs on a live- 
quality basis; further devolpment 
of markets for other Illinois farm 
products; breeding corn for spe- 
cific end uses, such as higher pro- 
tein for feed; preventing high death 
losses in young pigs; nutritional 
requirements for most 
efficient 


feed conversion in cattle, swine, 
poultry and sheep; improvement 
of mechanical handling of farm 
crops, feed and manure; determin- 
ing food requirements of older 
women: breeding red clover for in- 
creased disease resistance; con- 
trolling oak wilt disease; nutrition- 
al requirements of orchard and 
small fruits; developing ajitibiotics 
in soils to control plant diseases; 
and cold sterilization of foods to 
preserve 
nutritive 
quality 
and 


flavor."

Proxy Is a Pretty Important 


Person This Spring 


Proxy is on the way today to becoming one of the big- 


gest names in industry. 
That's because this spring is shaping up as perhaps the 


top season for outstanding proxy battles. 


Proxy is the name for the little stockholder who isn't 


there. Proxy is his stand-in when there's a squabble over 
management. 


More and more companies are getting into the act. And 


the annual stockholders meetings this spring should be dillies. 
* 
* 
* 


It comes about this way: Stockholders own the cor- 


poration. Management big shots are just the hired hands. 


But more often than not the small stockholders (usually 


the majority) are pretty easy-going about it and don't bother 
to attend annual meetings. So management goes out beating 
the bushes to get their proxies. 


This is because management has to get a majority of 


stock represented at the annual meeting. Otherwise, there 
wouldn't be a quorum and then how would management get 
renamed to manage next year? 
* 
» 
• 


Most of the time, the chairman of the board of directors 


walks into a stockholders meeting with proxies for consider- 
ably more than a majority of the stock in his pocket. He 
got them by setting forth in a statement what management 
has done, proposes to do, or objects to doing, and asking that 
shareholders sign over to him the right to vote along that 
line. 


Shareholders who have different ideas about how the 


company should be run can send letters to other sharehold- 
ers and ask to be allowed to vote their stock at the annual 
meeting, with the promise that things will be run better—and 
dividends be higher. 
' 


More often than not such revolts turn out to be pretty 


minor. The chairman listens to the minority's propositions 
with varying degrees of patience, but usually with compla- 
cency, and then pulls the proxy majority of his pocket and 
votes it—his way.

The spring seems sure to be different. 
A bumper crop of arguments will be harvested. A sur- 


prising number of company managements find that others 
have a yen for their jobs, and are taking the stump to tell 
shareholders why. 


It may be only a coincidence, but usually these flurries 


of proxy battles blow in after a period of prosperity and in 
the early stages of a business downturn, particularly if earn- 
ings and profits look shaky. 


Prosperity may possibly have made the top company 


posts look attractive to others a threat to dividend payments 
makes many a stockholder skittish. 


This spring there's likely to be a lot fewer proxies tossed 


into the waste basket. Stockholder meeting attendance seems 
sure to set new records.

Nobody Rates Total Praise 
Or Total Criticism, Either

Carol F , 11 years old, can't ad- 


mit a mistake. 


For example, cleaning the bath- 


room is her Saturday morning 
chore. She'll announce that it's fin- 
ished—when it isn't. Pointing to 
the unwashed window sill and spat- 
tered cabinet mirror, her mother 
will eay, "You haven't cleaned 
them, Carol." 


Then Carol's face tightens into 


stubborness. Insistently and un- 
truthfully, she says, "I did so clean 
them." 


Mrs. F. has two ways of dealing 


with this resistance to cerraction. 
Sometimes, losing her temper, she 
stands over Carol threateningly un- 
til she completes her work. 


Sometimes, in another mood, 


she'll remember the child-training 
books' advice to praise children. 
So she'll say soothingly, "Never 
mind, dear. You've straightened 
the towels nicely, anyway"—and 
wash the sill and mirror herself. 


Neither way changes Carol's re- 


sistance to correction. The angry 
first one just makes her angry, too. 
The second one, since it condones 
Carol's mistakes, justifies her con- 
tinuing 
resentment toward any 


criticism of them. 


Mrs. F. might begin to tell whole 


truths instead of half ones to Carol. 
For the whole truth-is that she has 
done both good work and poor 
work in the bathroom. 


To focus our entire attention on 


the neglected sill and minor is 
as unrealistic as it is to concen- 
trate it entirely on the tidy towels. 
We have a child who, like the rest 
of us, has done some things well 
and some things not so well. 


So Mrs F. might try saying: 


"The washbowl looks fine. And 
how neatlv you've arranged the 
towels. It is such a shining bath- 
room that it seems a pity to forget 
the sill and the mirror . . ." 


And let it go at that. 
Fear of correction develops from 


unbalanced praise or unbalanced 
criticism.

So let's watch unmixed praise 


and unmixed criticism. We can ig- 
nore a child's mistakes and inflate 
and flatter his successes until he 
gets to expecting such grand things 
from himself that any failure is in- 
tolerable. 


Or we can ignore Carol's good 


work and concentrate her attention 
on her failures until she comes to 
expect too little from herself. Then 
of course any suggestion that she 
can do better scares her into anger 
and resistance. 


Nobody rates total praise or total 


condemnation. Like Carol, all of 
us need the praise to give balance 
to the criticism. It's this balano 
that gives us the realistic self-re 
spect that can admit mistakes.

WASHINGTON—James Taiantmo, a blackmailer and extortioner 


who had been preying on moving picture actors and others in the 
entertainment business ever since 1945. has been sent to San Quentin 
prison in California for a term of from one to 10 years. He finally 
was nailed in San Fiancisco and convicted shortly 
before Christmas of conspuacy to extort. 
His co- 


defendant. Ruddy Eichelbaum. a former saloon 
keeper, got the same sentence on the same charge. 


Tarantino was a pioneer m a new and vicious 


field of ladio-press intimidation. Ignorant almost 
to illiteracy, a bum with a bum s background of 
petty arrests in Orange, N. J., and petty chiseling 
m the lower reaches of the prizefight racket in 
New York, he seems to have struck pay dirt for the

Frank Sinatra, an 
intimate fnend of Tarantino. got into the act with a "committee" of 
indignant patriots who sent a telegram to the Los Angeles district at- 
torney demanding action. Thirteen months later a grand jury failed 
to indict and the thing blew up. 


Tarantino claimed that Sinatra was his financial backer in a mag- 


azine published in Hollywood which preyed on the movies and low 
dives, usually through gossip but sometimes with "exposes" of the 
use of narcotics. However, Sinatra s name never appeared in any of 
the official papers on file in connection with the magazine and his 
only known connection with Tarantino was social.

Defeated Only by Vigilance

"Every to often," writes Mrs. S., 


"men from the State Department of 
Agriculture come to trap and poi- 
son the gray ground squirrels in 
our vicinity. The reason they give 
is that thesp squirrels harbor fleas 
which carry bubonic plague." Mrs. 
S. therefore asks for a discussion 
of the dangers of this disease. 


Bubonic 
plague 
which 
was 


known as the Black Death during 
the Middle Ages, is a constant 
source of concern to our health 
authorities. This is a disease which 
carries many explosive possibili- 
ties. At present, on the North Amer- 
ican continent, single cases do 
occur from time to time but the

A vivid description of this disease 


was given by Daniel Defoe, the 
author of Robinson Crusoe, in nia 
"History of the Great Plague." 
The frightful epidemic of which 
Defoe wrote occurred in London In 
1664. 


He said, "The many dismal ob- 


jects which happened everywhere 
as I went about the streets had 
filled my mind with a great deal of 
horror, for fear of the distemper 
itself, which was indeed very hor- 
rible in itself, and in some more 
than others. The swellings, which 
were generally in the neck or groin, 
when they grew hard, and would 
not break, grew so painful that tt 
was equal to the most exquisite tor* 
ture; and some, not able to bear 
the torment, threw themselves out 
at windows, or shot themselves, or 
otherwise made themselves away. 
and I saw several dismal objects of 
that kind. . . . Such as died had 
very little notice of their being in- 
fected at all till the gangrene was 
spread through their whole body." 


Between 1896 and 1911, about five 


and a half million deaths occurred 
from plague in three of tl|* pro- 
vinces of India, which have a com- 
bined population of about 100 mil- 
lion. In the winter of 1910-11, there 
was an epidemic of pneumonia — 
the droplet-spread, lung-involving 
type of plague in Manchuria which 
killed more than forty-five thousand 
persons in a few months. 
FLEAS DESERT DEAD RATS 


An outbreak of bubonic plague 


developed in San Francisco in 1900; 
between 1900 and 1940 human cases 
have been reported in eight states 
with 499 cases and 314 deaths. 
When the lat dies the fleas desert 
the dead body and if another rat is 
not handy they move onto the near- 
est person. 


Besides constant v i g i l a n c e 


against this hazard from rats and 
squirrels, every possible care must 
be used so that airplanes, ships or 
persons coming from areas in 
which plague still exists do not 
bring with them new seeds of the 
Black Death.

viewpoint of the social relationship of the "original Americans" and the 
white man, as well as an insight into the meaning of many of the cus- 
toms of the Indian. 


She spoke of Indian songs and 


their meaning, and told that it is 
only the Indian who originates his 
own death song, and that all songs 
carry a meaning or story, and are 
not sung for the purpose of dem- 
onstrating the singer's vocal abil-- 
ity- 


Among the many things for 


which the white man is indebted 
to the Indian, she listed as the 
following: sweet potatoes, "Irish" 
potatoes, (which are actually of 
Indian origin), squash, cocoa, cho- 
colate, tomatoes, vanilla, sarspa- 
rilla, margarine, and in medicine 
such remedies aa quinine, cocaine 
and ipecac. They also had chewing 
gum! 


Social security was never need- 


ed by the Indians, for at 60 and 65 
they have enough experience and 
ability to be of value to their 
tribes. 


Among her other activities Sky 


Eyes has given of her time and 
energy, as well as money, to col- 
lect clothing which stie sends to 
the reservations. Recently 400 hun- 
dred families of Indians from 35 
different tribes were brought to 
Chicago, where they were placed 
in homes and given employment.

use at our own discretion against 
the major sources of agression at 
times and places that we can 
choose."
